NEW YORK, May 20,1872 


Tlic Formidable StriKc. 


For the eight hour rule by the working 


men today lias caused great excitement in 
the city. By order of Superintendent Kelso 
the police reserves were held at the station 
houses rcudy by his order to arrest any work- 
Ingnian who might bo creating a disturb 
ance. Teutonic assembly rooms preseutec 
au animated scene today; as early as eighl 
o'clock crowds of Germans, representing cab- 
inet makers and upholsterers of tho city, met 
there. Tho ei^ht hour league was formed a 
short time since in contemplation of tbe 
general strike. It embraces every conceiv- 
able branch of upholstery and cabinet mak- 
ing, including gilders, carvers, varnisbers, 
joiners and upbolsterers. 
Germans and 


French chielly comprise the element. It is 
one of tho most powerful as well as influen 
tial trades organizations in the city. At 9 
o'clock tho men gathered in tho upper ball. 
The large hall was unable to accommodate 
the sweltering crowd, and many bad to bo 
satisfied with standing iu the corridor. Fully 
one thousand men wore crammed Into tbe 
hall. 


A mass meeting of the. plumbers of New 


Tori: assembled today at Germanla Hall. It 
was announc"d that with the exception of 
ibout twelve firms tho bosses generally had 


reed to accept the eight hour basis. A 


committee Tvas appointed to wait on those 
who have not given in, and to Induce any 
uen that are at work to leave. 


A meeting of tho Bricklayers' Union was 


ilso held in Germania Hall today, at which 
t was announced that about forty of the 
bosses had given in to the demand of the 
notl. 


All the boss stairbuildcrs, with one excep- 


tion, have agreed to accept tho eight hour 
rule. 


The carpenters have been in secret session 


since about !l A. M. It Is staled this secret 
session arose from tbo fa:t that some of the 
boss carpenters have niade certain proposi- 
tions which they desire to have discussed 
mivately. 


A parade of the Journeymen Horseshoers' 


Society took place today, the procession 
starting from their headquarters, corner of 
Ninth avenue anh 
Twenty-first street. 


There were about three hundred men in line 
preceded by a band of music and several 
handsome banners. 


A large meeting of master masons was 


held this afternoon at tlio Mechanics and 
graders' Exchange to adopt measures in re- 
gard .to the strike of tbo bricklayers. A Vote 
WAS take'u on the question whether eight 
hours should bo conceded tomorrow or with- 
held until the 1st of Jnly, as previously 
agreed upon. Nineteen members voted in 
favor of taking tho action tomorrow, and 
eighteen against. Tbo vote was subsequent- 
ly made unanimous, and it was resolved lo 
make it apply to all bricklayers, stonemasons 
and laborers in tbe employ of those present. 


Tho strikers are collected in various parts 


of the city In gangs of from two to twenty, 
but tlio majority of them appear to bo very 
orderly. 
The police captains report that 


everything is quiet, no threatening demon- 
strations having been made by any of tho 
strikers.

fearful disaster which occurred at Labrador 
on the llth of March last. Brig Huntsman, 
Captain Kobert Dawes, sailed from Harbor 
Grace wiibacrew of sixty-two men on a 
wlwllog voyage. When off Cfipe Charles 
Labrador, April 20, lu company with th 
Itcscree, Vesta and Lord Clyde, and nea 
Bottle Harbor, the Uantsmau forged ahead 
A gale from the northeast suddenly eprun; 
up, and the If untsmau was driven ou thi 
rocks. Tbe night was pitch dark. 
Befon 


the vessel struck, three seamen saw the 
rocks, and jumped overboard, lo try and savt 
themselves, but were instantly killed by th< 
rush of floating ice.

nine took to the rigging, and in five minutes 
afterwards both masts went over at six fee 
above tbe "deck, and only seventeen of the 
crew escaped. 
Of these seventeen, all but 


three were variously injurod by having arms 
and legs broken and bodies bruised.

managed to get to the Rescue by crawlin 
over the ice, a distance of hall a mile.

ty-five men were lost, most of them leaving 
families at or near Harbor Grace.

I hold strictly to Bell«ver'i Baptism. I 


know no baptism but Immersion. I recog- 
ii'za baptism as the accredited door of the 
visible church. Hut "God looketh upon the 
heart," and the humble dliclple belleting 
that he has rendered obedience to the com- 
mand, "hath the answer of a good con- 
science towards God." This liberty of 
con- 


science', both the spirit and history of the 
Baptist Church teach me to respect, 
"To 


his own master," and not to any church 
tribunal, is he responsible. Ills communion 
at the table is whir God and not with men, 
Christ left no form of invitation, but he did 
leave a commandment: "Do this In remem- 
brance of me." Therefore all forms «ro of 
man's dovislng, and not of God'i appoint- 
ment. 
A 
1, is the duty and privilege of the 


minister to announce the Lord's Supper. 
The deacons, the honored bearers of the 
vessels of the Lord, are to serve the tables, 
and not to act as a detective police. If ft 
mua were at the table ot whoso baptism I 
had a doubt, I would disturb him with no 
question, nor would I withhold the bread 
nod wine. Let him partake, and at an ear- 
ly date strive to teach bim the way to Jor- 
dan. 
If I knew that he was never baptized 


—but be honestly believed that he had 
obeyed the'law—I would let him partake, 
and afterward show him the need ard mode 


. of baptism, for a complete fulfillment of the 
' 
law of Cluist. \VhereverIfiudthe Lord's 
table I claim the right, as the Lord's disci- 
ple, to partake, for, even according to the 
strictest crec.d, I have met the law of the 
feast, anil have a right to the banquet. I. it 
is the the Lord's table I have a right to it. 
IfH is not, I break no law, and incur no 
guilt. I recognize all churches, worshiping 
Christ us the divine Saviour, as branches of 
the vine planted on Calvary, and clitnbiug 
the one cross. Errors in doctrine they may 
have—the glorious church of my adoption is 
not herself perfect. Christ, formed within 
a man the hope of glory constitutes that 
man my broiher, whatever his creed, coun- 
try, 
color, or condition. 
There Is, too, a 


fellowship of Gospel labor, and I rejoice in 
the glorious broiherhood of men, any where 
and everywhere, working for the benefit of 
mankind, and the glory of God. Each IB 
my brother, by whatever doctrinal sign he 
may be known. 


My church is in full fellowship with the 


Association. 
The great majority of my 


church, if forced to a vote, would Tote open 
communion. 
I should deprecate such ac- 


tion. A church which requires open com- 
munion as a condition of membership, is as 
prescriptive as ono which makes close 
com- 


munion a condition of membership. I would 
not putorer the door of my church, Free- 
wili Baptist or Bond-will Bapt.'st.Open-com- 
muniou or close-communion, but simply 
The Baptist Church. 
Let us close up the 


ranks in the grand army of the Lord and 
''tight" not a battle for minor points oi creed 
and. distinctive titles, but "the eood fight oJ 
faith," giving all hail and fellowship to every 
soldier of Christ, whatever may ba the spe- 
cial inscription upon his banner, or the cut 
and color of his dress. So long as Christ is 
his captain, the cross his sign, and victory 
over sin his aim, we are one. A healthy 
spirit of gospel liberality is daily growing In 
the Baptist Churcb, and before it bigotry 
•will fly like the shadows of the night before 
the rising of the sun.
